Overcoming great odds with indomitable 
courage, discipline and skill, he rosé from humble beginnings to become 
the greatest figure in the sport. 

Under his leadership, India humbled the Europeans who were till then 
regarded as masters of the game and then went on to conquer all global 
hockey powers. The world still remembers how the Indian team gave the 
Nazis a bloody nose, when he led it to an 8-1 victory over the 
aggressive German side in the 1936 Berlin Olympics.

He strove for the glory of 
his country, desiring nothing for himself. India reigned supreme in 
hockey during Dhyan's playing years and for some decades afterwards, 
earning the country the respect of the world.

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During a match in the 1926 army tour of New Zealand, Dhyan Chand's stick 
broke and he threw it away. His fans scrambled to retneve it. It is said that, 
almost half a century later, when Dhyan Chand's son, Ashok Kiunar, was playing 
in New Zealand, an elderly man came up to him and, uncovermg a piece of tissue 
paper, showed him a splinter of wood. "It’s from your dad's hockey stu k'” said 
the man, proudly, “I was a boy then and when he threw away his stick I managed 
to get this piece!" 


There are many accounts of Dhyan Chand’s meeting 
with Adolf Hitler which is supposed to have 
happened a day after the India-Germany Olympic 
hockey final which India won 8-1. Hitler is beheved 
to have offered the hockey wizard a high post in the 
German army if he relocated to that country. Dhyan 
purportedly refused the offer explaining that he had 
no desire to leave the land of his birth. Dhyan does 
not mention any meeting with Hitler in his 
autobiography Goal but one of his biographers 
says he spoke about it to family members on various 
occasions. 
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According to Keshav Dutt, one of Dhyan Chand's 
teammates, Dhyan had unusually vvide peripheral Vision 
which enabled him to note the exact positions of various 
teammates and opponents, at any given time, on the field He 
also seemed to have an uncanny ability to sense how the defenc 
was forming and where the gaps would oi cur so that he could 
position himself at the right spot at the right time.
